A few things should be consid- 
ered : 

1. No law will enforce itself. 

2. No law can be called a failure 
because it does not stop every 
offence it was intended to suppress. 
All laws have more or less viola- 
tions under them, and some which 
are never detected and punished. 

3. Is civilization a failure }ecause 
some people within the area of civ- 
ilized countries are not civilized ? 

4, Is education a failure because 
so nuch illiteracy exists even in 
communities where our schools are 
established and maintained / 

5, Is Christianity a failure be- 
cause so many evils exist in Chris- 
tian communities which are con- 
trary to Christianity ? 

6, Nor is prohibition a failure be- 
cause there is more or less clandes- 
tine liquor selling where it exists 

7. Thisis certain, that prohibition 
cripples the liquor traflic more effect- 
ually than other forin of legislation. 

8. Besides, prohibition puts soei- 
ety in the right attitude in respect 
to the traflic in aleoholic beverages.

Here is the word ‘‘straightway” or ‘im- 


mediately” found so of ten (about forty times)

this time it is written concerning the ser- 
vants of Satan that they also are quick to do 
his bidding. The disciples of Christ could not 
watch one hour with Him in His agony, but 
here are disciples of the devil eagerly watch- 
ing and working all night; is there not some- 
thing like it today when Christians complain 
if the service is a little over the appointed 
hour or hour and a half, but two or four 
hours is none too much to spend at an enter- 


tainment or evening party, and Satan thinks | 


it not too much to keep bis places for the de- 
struction of soul and body open til midnight, 
or even all night.
